Saturday,  October  2i,  1937,  was  Home  Coming  Day  at  Indiana.  The 
Executive  Council  meeting  in  thie  morning  was  attended  by  forty  represen- 
tatives who  brought  reports  from  twenty-three  organized  units.  Seven  ad- 
ditional units  responded  to  roil  ca  1  by  letter.  Homecoming  Alumni  and 
their  friends  filled  recreation  hall  and  the  gymnasium  at  the  dance  which 
followed  dinner  in  the  evening. 

Alumni  Day  on  May  21,  1938,  brought  many  back  to  the  College  for 
reunions.  The  annual  business  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Association  was  held 
in  Chapel  Hall  at  ten  o'clock.  Informal  and  interesting  reports  were  given 
by  representatives  of  the  reunion  classes  of  1888,  1898,  1908,  1913,  191& 
and  1928,  as  they  were  recognized  and  welcomed  by  the  president.

Ground  Breaking  Ceremony

On  Tuesday  morning,  March  8th,  1938,  an  impressive  ceremony  was 
carried  out  in  connection  with  the  inauguration  of  the  $736,000  building 
program  at  Indiana  State  Teachers'  College. 

The  program  opened  in  the  College  gymnasium  with  Dr.  Fausold  pre- 
siding. Following  the  invocation  by  Rev.  R.  B.  Hurt,  short  addresses  of 
greeting  were  made  by  these  representatives:  for  the  College — Thomas  H. 
Sheehe,  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees;  the  Students — Virginia  Cassell, 
President  of  Student  Council;  the  Alumni — Mrs.  Adelaide  Ramsay  Clarke, 
President  of  the  General  Alumni  Association;  for  the  Community — Bert  H. 
Lichteberger,  Burgess  of  Indiana;  for  the  General  State  Authority — J.  B. 
Kelly;  for  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction — Dr.  Donald  P.  Davis; 
the  Architect — D.  W.  Gale,  and  the  Contractor — Jos.  J.  Bendik. 

Music  by  the  Symphonic  Choir,  directed  by  Van  A.  Christy,  preceded 
and  followed  the  speakers. 

The  Assembly  then  moved  to  the  West  Campus  and  on  the  site  of  the 
new  auditorium  Dr.  Fausold  and  each  of  the  representatives  turned  a  shovel- 
ful of  earth.  The  ceremonies  ended  with  the  Alma  Mater  by  the  College 
Band  directed  by  Lawrence  C.  Stitt. 

Dr.  Fausold  in  the  remarks  below,  gives  a  short  summary  of  the  build- 
ing plans: 

Today  is  a  red  letter  day  in  the  history  of  this  college.  Two  buildings 
are  about  to  be  erected  which  will  fill  a  long  felt  need  on  this  campus.  A 
modern  auditorium  has  long  been  needed.  The~  dreams  of  many  are  about 
to  be  fulfilled.  The  auditorium  with  a  seating  capacity  of  1600  people 
will  be  modern  in  every  respect.  It  should  be  a  material  aid  in  maintain- 
ing college  unity  and  in  presenting  the  finest  contributions  to  the  student 
body.  Not  only  will  it  be  a  place  for  students  to  listen,  but  also  one  where 
they  can  exercise  their  own  forensic  and  musical  abilities. 

The  new  laboratory  school  will  provide  for  a  modern  program  of  edu- 
cation from  the  kindergarten  through  the  junior  high  school.  One  of  the 
unique  features  of  this  building  is  the  demonstration  room  with  a  seating 
capacity  for  120  observers.  It  is  doubtful  whether  any  laboratory  school 
building  in  America  will  surpass  the  one  to  be  erected  here  for  the  specific 
purposes  for  which  it  is  planned. 

The  new  entrance  to  the  dining  room  with  two  ample  lobbies  and  the 
renovation  of  the  music  department  rooms  should  mean  much  for  the  com- 
fort of  the  student  body. 

The  new  buildings  have  been  planned  with  definite  and  specific  objec- 
tives in  mind.  I  am  confident  that  these  objectives  will  be  met  and  that 
this  college  is  about  to  take  long  strides  forward. 

NEW  BUILDING  PROGRAM 

A  new  allocation  of  $500,000  has  been  made  to  this  College  for  addi- 
tional new  buildings.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Administration  that  this 
money  be  expended  for  a  new  Fine  Arts  Building  to  be  erected  as  a  wing 
of  the  new  Auditorium.  The  rest  of  the  fund  will  be  expended  for  a  men's 
dormitory  to  be  located  on  the  north  side  of  the  new  athletic  field  along 
Grant  Street.

REUNION  CLASS  OF  1888 

The  re-unioning  group  creating  special  interest  during  commencement 
week  at  the  Indiana  State  Teacher's  College  was  that  of  the  Class  of  1888 
— the  Half  Century  group.
